The amoun 
of the overcharges averaged 23 
per cent, he said.

In March of 1946, he said, when 
his office had more powers, over- 
charges were found in only 9 

er cent of rental units in St. 

,uis. He cited comparable fig- 
ures for Philadelphia and Atlanta, 
showine that the alleged viola- 
tions were worse there than in 
St. Louis. 

Woods said violations had been 
on the increase since July, 1947, 
when his agency was “deprived 
of the authority to bring treble 
damage actions, to apply crimi- 
mal sanctions and to regulate 
evictions.” He asked for restora- 
tion of this authority. 

Tenants. can bring suits for 
overcharges . under the present 
law, Wood said, but are usually 
afraid to do so for fear of being 
evicted. They choose to pay the 
overcharges without complaint, he 
added.

“average rent is 60 per cent high- 
er.” Woods estimated a need for 
more than 1,000,000 rental dwell- 
ing units in the 91 cities. with 
more than 100,000 population.

However, Edgar Kaiser, general 
manager of Kaiser-Frazer Corp.

The board’s order was issued 
last night on the heels of its re- 
port that installment credit out- 
standing had dropped in January 
for ‘the first time in three years. 
The order becomes effective Mon- 
day. 

It affects these consumer items 
now under “anti-inflation” con- 
trols: Cook stoves, dishwashers, 
ironers, refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines, automobiles, air condition- 
ers, radio and television sets, 
phonographs, sewing machines, 
vacuum cleaners, furniture and 
rugs. 

Details of Board’s Order. 


This is what the reserve board ; 


order does: 

1. Reduces the down payment 
for all the controlled items, ex- 
cept automobiles, to 15 per cent, 
from the present 20 per cent. 
The down payment for autos 
(new or used) will remain at 
one third of the total price. 

-2. Allows 21 months to pay off 
the balance due after the cash 
payment on all items, The time 
limit in force now is 18 months 
where the credit amount is more 
than $1000, or 15 months when 
it. is less than $1000. 

In extending the time payment 
limit to 21 months, the board 
dropped the provision that month- 
ly payments be at least $70 where 
credit balances are more than 
$1000. Board lawyers pointed out 
that the extra three months for 
installments would have been 
meaningless in many cases had 
the $70 minimum remained in ef- 
fect. 


The action followed by only a 
few hours the board’s report on 
installment figures for January. 
The general drop for that month 
was $145,000,000, although credit on 
automobiles increased $14,000,000. 
Total consumer credit on January 
31 amounted to $8,051,000,000. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, chairman of the Senate- 
House Economic Committee, called 
the board’s action “a clear illustra- 
tion of the wise exercise of govern- 
ment control” and “a step that 
will tend to promote the distribu- 
tion of inventories.” 


Maybank, Monroney Pleased. 

Chairman Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina, of the Senate 
Banking Committee said he was 
“very pleased” at the new order, 
adding: “This will give veterans 
and others an opportunity to buy 
things. It will give production a 
chance to go ahead.” 

Representative Monroney (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, agreed that the move 
“will help move a lot of merchan- 
dise. It will put merchandise with- 
in the reach of more wage earn- 
ers.” 

But Representative Patman, 
chairman of the House Small Busi- 
ness Committee, told reporters: 
“T’m disappointed. They should 
have extended the time of pay- 
ments to at least 24 months, 
especially on automobiles. They 
are discriminating against a man 
with character who needs an auto- 
mobile for business purposes. I 
think the board has demonstrated 
arbitrary action and it is an abuse 
of power.” 

Wolcott Objects. 

Representative Wolcott {Rep.), 
Michigan, said: “The whole thing 
should be abandoned. It is highly 
discriminatory. It serves no use- 
ful purpose at the present time.” 

Patman said he would not sup- 
port a continuation of the credit 
control authority unless President 
Truman is given power to pass on 
rules and regulations set up by 
the Reserve Board. The author- 
ity expires June 30, unless con- 
tinued. The wartime credit curbs 
were re-established in part last 


year as an anti-inflation measure. d

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 3— 
Just why the state of Illinois is 
being charged $10,748 for furnish- 
ings for the warden’s quarters at 
Menard penitentiary, including 
$1737 for imported crystal light 
fixtures, $1548 for 28 pictures and 
$1212 for 10 mirrors, is under in- 
vestigation by order of Gov. Adlai 
E. Stevenson, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The luxurious furnishings, which 
include also 17 pieces of wrought 
iron furniture costing $1629, were 
ordered late last summer by for- 
mer Warden Walter Nierstheimer, 
and the last of the 111 items were 
delivered in mid-October. 

For some reason, however, the 
bills were not paid before the 
Green administration left office 
Jan. 10 and the requisitions turned 
up on the desk of Stevenson’s new 
finance director, George W. 
Mitchell.

Incredulous at the remarkable 
assortment of expensive knick- 
knacks, Mitchell laid the requisi- 
tions before Stevenson, who or- 
dered Payment held up pending 
an investigation.

One plate glass mirror, 40 by | 
48 inches, was listed at $181.50. 
The other nine mirrors were at 
prices in proportion. 

First step in the Governor’s in- 
quiry was an inventory directed 
by the new state auditor, Benja- 
min O. Cooper of East St. Louis. 
His invest found that all 
the listed items actually were on 
hand, including “one perfect 
sleeper spring and one perfect 
sleeper mattress,” at $49.75 each. 

Now under way is an investiga- 
tion to determine whether the 
articles are worth the amounts 
demanded. Virtually all were 
bought from one Don Smith, a 
Chicago broker, Mitchell said. 

Nierstheimer, who was replaced 
as warden a few days ago by 
Browning Robinson, an appointee 
of Gov, Stevenson, explained to in- 
vestigators that his quarters, with- 
in the prison walls, had been re- 
decorated and refurnished “under 
supervision of ah interior deco- 
rator sent to him by the general 
office of the department.” 

T. P. Sullivan, head of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, under 
which the prisons operate, said he 
had approved rehabilitation of the 
Menard warden’s quarters, but was 
not familiar with details of goods 
purchased. The quarters, he added, 
were in a “tumble-down” condi- 
tion, not having had replacement 
of equipment for 20 years. 

The Legislature voted the Pub- 
lic Safety Department a substan- 
tial deficiency appropriation a 
few days ago, on Sullivan's show- 
ing that he had insufficient funds 
to finish out the current bien- 
nium, 

A state employe familiar with 
operation of Illinois prisons ex- 
plained that wardens customarily 
have been permitted a little ex- 
travagance in 
quarters because of the “confining 
nature of their work—inside the 
prison walls.” Besides, he added, 
“they have to entertain a lot of 
celebrities and need things a little 
nice.” 

This reasoning may have ac- 
counted for purchase of a fluted 
silver tea set and tray for $195, 
six pairs of sterling silver salt and 
pepper shakers for $84.60, two 
silver pitchers for $45 and two 
“old ancestors” pictures for $270.

GERMAN HOSPITAL 
SEALED BY SHELL IN 
1918 IS DISCOVERED 


ARRAS, France, March 3 (AP) 
—Searchers today dug into a sub- 
terranean German Army field hos- 
pital, buried since the patients and 
doctors were suffocated when a 
shell sealed off their communica- 
tions trench in 1918. 

Skeletons of the patients were 
found on their cots lined up in 
rows along the walls. German 
rifles and helmets were stacked by 
the door. 

The underground field hospital 
was found yesterday by a rabbit 
hunter who broke through the 
dugout’s crumbling roof. It’s lo- 
cation was an old rock quarry 
that hasn’t been used for more 
than 40 years. 

A skeleton or two were thought 
those of doctors. One patient ap- 
parently was being operated on 
when the shell struck. | 

A communication trench, be- 
tween the hospital and another 
dugout nearby, had been hit and 
buried by an Allied artillery shell. 
Arras, near Lille, was in the Brit- 
ish sector when the great offen- 
sive began in 1918.

In the 
event of war with Russia, the 
Communists would be taken into 
custody immediately, as were 
known Nazis and Nazi sympathiz- 
ers when the United States en- 
tered World War IL.) 

Both Under Indictment. 

Foster and Dennis are Doth un- 
der indictment for alleged con- 
spiracy to advocate forcible over- 
throw of the United States Gov- 
ernment. Eleven leaders of the 
party now are on trial on the 
charge, Foster is not being tried 
with the others because of illness. 

The statement followed requests 
to Foster and Dennis for comment 
on recent remarks by Communist 
leaders Maurice Thorez of France 
and Palmiro Togliatti of Italy. 

Togliatti said he believed the 
Italian people had a duty to aid 
the Soviet Army if it should pur- 
sue an “aggressor” onto Italian 
soil. 

Thorez asked whether French 
Communists could be expected to 
“behave differently” from the 


Yugoslavia if the French. people 
were led into war with Russia 
and the Soviet Army “had to 
chase the enemy onto our soil.”

WASHINGTON, March 3—Air

flight of Lucky Lady II, a 
B-50 medium bomber that landed 
at Carswell Field, Tex., yesterday 
after a flight of less than four 
days. They talk confidently about 
the billions of dollars they can 
save the American taxpayers on

Stuart Symington of St. Louis 
called the flight “an epochal event 
in the development of air power.”

These prospects tie in with the 
Air Force’s opposition to the build- 
ing of a super-carrier by the Navy, 
estimated at a minimum cost of 
$188,000,000 and running as high as 
$250,000,000. To this the Air Force 
adds an unspecified amount for 
escort protection for the giant 
carrier. 

Before the Lucky Lady ITI flight, 
one of the strongest Navy argu- 
ments for the super-carrier was 
that since the Mediterranean is a 
high priority strategic area and 
since we lack enough bases there, 
in the event of war the Navy alone 
would be able to use its planes to

gagements, even the one in which 
a mock atomic bomb was dropped, 
have aroused little public interest. 
The around-the-world flight won 
banner headlines and undoubted- 
ly will cause extensive editorial 
and congressional comment. 


Officials vehemently deny that 
their flight had anything to do 
with the current consideration of 
the national defense budget or the 
fleet maneuvers. If the timing of 
the flight was a coincidence, it 
was a lucky coincidence. 

Neither at Carswell field nor in 
Washington have the costs of the 
flight been estimated. Inquiries

Air officials were quick to point 
out, however, it is cheaper to have 
its long-range bombers stationed 
at Carswell field—the largest in 
this country—than to have them 
distributed throughout the world, 
where they would require main- 
tenance crews and perhaps ground 
troops.

In the Post-Dispatch March 30, 
1948, article, this information, 
while perhaps not up to the min- 
ute, was obtained for publication.

MUNICH, Germany, March 3 
(AP) — A former Czechoslovak 
Army intelligence officer testified 
today a broad spy network has 
been started in Europe by the 
Communists who rule his country. 

The witness, Capt. Otakar Fei- 
far, appeared under armed protec- 
tive guard at the trial of five 
Germans and three Czechs before 
a United States Military Commis- 
sion. The eight, three of them 
women, are charged with trans- 
mitting United States military in- 
formation to Czechoslovakia, 

Feifar, who fled Czechoslovakia 
last November, said that as a 
captain in the Czech intelligence 
his main job was to obtain Amer- 
ican military data in the United 
States occupation zone of Ger- 
many. He also gathered political 
and industrial notes. 

The surprise witness testified 
his orders came from “just De- 
low the general staff level,” and 
that he recruited agents from in- 
formation his superiors supplied.

Says Work Is Necessary 
to Take Care of 600 
Bodies Unburied in New 
York City. 


NEW YORK, March 3 (AP)— 
Cardinal Francis Spellman led 100 
seminary students and priests 
through picket lines today to bury 
dead at strike-bound Calvary 
cemetery. 

The unsmiling Cardinal, dressed 
in street clothes, ‘sat in the front 


seat oi one of three busses that 
took the group past the silent 
pickets into the cemetery—largest 
Roman Catholic burial ground in 
the metropolis. 

The priests and students were 
divided into 10 groups of 10 men 
each and set to work to dig graves 
for about 600 bodies that have 


been left unburied in the seven- 
week strike. 

The Cardinal, who has denounced 
the union leading the walkout as 
“Communist-dominated,” said on 
his arrival that “I hoped we'd 
never have to do it but we'll re- 
main here until our task is done.” 


This is my most important I’ve 
had in my 10 years in New York,” 
he added. 

The Cardinal said the 100 volun- 
teers would come back every day 
until all the 600 graves were dug, 
and then would keep up with cur- 
rent burials. Cardinal Spellman 
did not assist with the digging 
himself. He helped in allotting 
the work, and said he would re- 
main at the cemetery all day. 

The pickets have made no effort 

to interfere with the volunteer 
gravediggers but several made bit- 
ter comments. However, one 
tipped his hat as the busses drove 
past him. 
Ed Ruggieri, chairman of the 
union’s negotiating committee, 
termed the priests and seminarians 
“strikebreakers.” Ruggieri said 
the 300 strikers all are Catholics. 
The strikers, members of the 
CIO United Cemetery Workers, 
are seeking a five-day week at 
the same $59.40 pay they now get 
for six days. 

Cardinal Spellman said last 
night their parent union, the CIO’ 
Food, Tobacco and Agricultur- 
al Workers, is “Communist-domi- 
nated.”

HOSE COMMITTE 


New Measure Offered in 
Legislature Limits In- 
terest to 12-16 Pct. on 
Advances Up to $300. 


By HERBERT A. TRASK, 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 3— 
The Roos bill, proposing legal in- 


terest rates of 9.6 to 24 per cent 
a year on installment loans up to 


$2500, was killed today by the 
House Commerce Committee. The 
action was taken at a special com- 
mittee meeting, attended by eight 
of the 12 members. 

Later, a new small-loan interest 
bill was introduced in the House 
to limit special high interest rates 
to loans up to $300. Proposing the 
lowest rates of any of the interest 
bills introduced this session, the 


new measure would limit interest 
charges to 16 per cent on loans of 
less than $100, 14 per cent on loans 
of $100 to $200, and 12 per cent 
on loans of $200 to $300. 

It was offered by Representa- 
tives J. E. Sanders, Frederick- 
town; Luther E. Wilhoit, Macon, 
and Mrs. Jennie S. Walsh, St. 
Louis. Sanders said he thought 
the rates proposed in other bills 
were too high. 

The Commerce Committee pre- 
viously approved for passage the 
Cruce-Snyder bill calling for a top 
rate of 27 per cent on loans up 
to $600. This measure is backed 
by the small-loan companies. 

The bill killed by the committee 
had been introduced by Lawrence 
K. Roos of St. Louis. The rate it 
proposed had been recommended 
by the Citizens’ Committee for En- 
actment of Fair Lending Legisla- 
tion following a study last year 
of small loan problems. These 
rates are considerably less than 
those in the Cruce-Snyder meas- 
ure, but higher than those rec- 
ommended in the bill introduced 
today. 

Commenting on the defeat of his 
interest bill by the House Com- 
merce Committee, Roos said: “It 
will take more than the action of 
a committee of 12 men to block 
the efforts of citizens all over 
the state for enactment of reason- 
able interest rates.” He said he 
would continue the fight against 
excessive interest charges. 

Roos was successful yesterday 
in forcing from the Commerce 
Committee another bill providing 
heavy civil penalties against lend- 
ers who charge illegal interest. He 
invoked a provision of the 1945 
Constitution permitting the House 
to take a bill away from a com- 
mittee on the vote of one third of 
the elected members, and received 
the support of the required num- 
ber of legislators to have the 
measure placed before the House 
for consideration.

The star outfielder reported that 
the heel pained most of the time 
and “really hurt when I run.”

Bennett advised special care but 
said he was optimistic about Joe’s 
chances of being in good shape ‘in 
time to open the season.

Supremacy Threatened. 


Those sharply opposed . state- 
ments of the two most important 
officials in the fight game were 
interpreted by boxing men to mean 
that the biggest battle in pugilistic 
history was under way—not merely 
for control of the heavyweight 
title by one of several promoters, 
not merely for N.B.A. or New York 
commission supremacy; but to de- 
cide whether Chicago shall re- 
place New York City as the fight 
center of the world. 

This becomes a real possibility 
because of the nature of the con- 
tracts. Both Charles and Walcott 
agree, if victorious, to box only 
for Louis and his partners for the 
next two years. 

Although Louis and his associ- 
ates have not announced the site 
nor the date of the Charles-Wal- 
cott fight, it is understood it will 
be staged at a Chicago ball park 
in June.

Representatives of New York’s

In general appearance it has 
some resemblance to the prairie 
chicken, but is a smaller bird, 
with a long, square tail, very full 
feathered, which it carries over 
the fallen leaves and mossy sward 
among the timber with a conscious 
pride and a swelling, strutting gait 
in places where it is little dis- 
turbed. It is, in fact, a beautiful 
ornament to the romantic solitudes 
and deep, heavy woods which it 


inhabits. 
Cock of Forest. 


In places where it is seldom 
shot. at, the bird, at the approach 
of man, instead of taking wing, 
often spreads its tail, ruffles up 
the feathers of the neck, and 
struts off with the proud air of 
the true cock of the woods. 

In the spring of the year, at the 
approach of breeding-time, and at 
other seasons just before stormy, 
rainy weather, the male bird 


sometimes, too, be heard per- 
forming this singular feat in the 
night, and on a sultry afternoon 
when a thunder storm is brew- 
ing. 

The drumming is usually made 
on an old log, and each male bird 
seems to have his favorite place 
for the joyous performance. He 
begins by lowering his wings as 
he walks to and fro on the log, 
then making some hard strokes at 
intervals, and finally so increas- 
ing the swiftness of the movement 
that the sound is like the rapid 
roll of a snare drum muffled by 
a position in the depths of the 
woods. The sound is very deceptive 
as to the place of the bird. 


In wild situations, near lonely 
precipices, the beating of the 
ruffed grouse upon his log. may 
remind one of Macdonald’s phan- 
tom drummer, whose story was 
beautifully and forcibly told in 
verse by General William H. 
Lytle, who fell, covered with glory 
and renown, at Chickamauga: 


“And still belated peasants tell 
How, near that Alpine height, 
They hear a drum roll loud and 
clear 
On many a storm-vexed night. 
This story of the olden time 
With sad eyes they repeat, 
And whisper by whose ghostly 
hands 
The spirit-drum is beat.” 


I have often seen the tops of old 
logs divested of their mosses and 
worn smooth by the constant 
drumming of the cock ruffed 
grouse, and have stood within 
thirty yards and seen the bird 
perform the operation.

Crime Case Congestion 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 

The newspapers from time to time 
criticize our Criminal Courts and Circuit 
Attorney Griffin about letting accused 
persons enter a plea of guilty to minor 
charges and take light sentences rather 
fan try them before juries. Now the 
Ciamber of Commerce adds criticism. 
7 want to say in defense of the three 
judges on that bench and the Circuit At- 
torney that all are doing a good job 
uncer the circumstances. 

About 2000 new cases, either by in- 
dictment or information, originate in 
these courts each year. There are only 
three judges and a limited staff of 
prosecutors to try these cases. A case 
tried by jury takes from one to three 
days to impanel a jury, present the evi- 
dence, instruct the jury and argue the 
case. Assume that each judge can try 
one case per day for four days, Friday 
is used in arraigning the aecused and 
hearing the law docket, both necessary 
processes in any criminal court. Satur- 
d2y morning these judges can be found 
in their chambers reading law and pass- 
ing on errors charged against them by 
persons who have been convicted. 

If each judge disposes of one case per 
d-y or four per week, he will dispose of 
160 cases in 40 weeks or 200 cases in 50 
weeks, if he takes but two weeks’ vaca- 
tion. Three judges in the same time 
will dispose of 500 to 600 cases per year. 
V/>ot are vou going to do about the re- 
maining 1400 or 1500 cases? 

The solution lies in placing more 
judges on the criminal bench and em- 
ploying more prosecutors to present the 
evidence to the juries. If the Post- 
Dispatch and the Chamber of Commerce 
will work to that end, we will have 
more cases passed on by juries. 

On the morning of Feb. 28, there were 
on the dockets for trial that week in- 
these courts the following number of 
coses; In Division 10, 14 cases, in Divi- 
sion 11, 12 cases, in Division 12, 23 cases. 
In several of these cases there were 

two or more charges against the de- 
fendant. The prosecutor in each divi- 
sion must have gone over the evidence 
in each case in his division, have the 
witnesses present and be prepared to 
try any or all the cases in his division. 
It just can’t be done, and, therefore, the 
criticism leveled at these men is un- 
just and unwarranted.

Ripe Time for MVA 

As Senator Murray and 12 colleagues intro- 
duce the fourth MVA bill, the moment is pro- 
pitious. 

The Pick-Sloan “plan,” with which the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau have 
tried to forestall MVA, has discredited itself 
more quickly and more thoroughly than anyone 
could have hoped. 

Its failure to win the respect of the people of 
the valley themselves was shown recently when 
the Nebraska Legislature rejected an appeal by 
the Army Engineers for a vote of confidence. It 
was shown again when the North Dakota House 
voted to ask Congress for MVA and the North 
Dakota Senate came within two votes of doing 
the same thing. 

In the Tennessee Valley, for either chamber of 
any state legislature to reject TVA, or to come 
as near doing so as did the North Dakota Senate, 
would be unthinkable. It would be political sui- 
cide for a member to vote that way, so tho- 
roughly has TVA won the support of the people 
among whom it works. 

In the Missouri Valley, the contrast is strik- 
ing. In four brief years, although it has suc- 
ceeded in getting better than a billion dollars 
out of Congress, the “fake MVA”—the Pick- 
Sloan “plan’—is on the downgrade in popular 
esteem. When it is further considered that the 
Interior Department, one of the Pick-Sloan par- 
ticipants, has recommended the valley authority 
method as superior, and a Hoover commission 
task force has branded Pick-Sloan “a costly 
failure,” there can be little doubt that some- 
thing a good deal better is demanded. 

The better method is available in the Murray 
MVA bill. Its sponsorship is impressive—from 
the Missouri Valley, from the Tennessee Valley, 
and from elsewhere in the country from Rhode 
Island to Florida. Because of the national im- 
portance of the issue it presents, because of the 
large and growing demand for MVA in the Mis- 
souri Valley, because of its broad and impressive 
sponsorship in the Senate, it deserves a re- 
spectful, fair and thorough hearing by the 
Eighty-first Congress. 

Because this Congress bears the mandate of 
last Nov. 2 for progressive legislation, it owes it 
to itself to give the new MVA bill such a hear- 
ing. And such a hearing the two preceding MVA 
bills never had in the Seventy-ninth and Eighti- 
eth Congresses. Both committee hearings given 
to it were conducted by the late Senator Over- 
ton, an Army Engineer partisan who hated MVA 
sight unseen and who did everything in his 
power to prevent consideration cf the measure 
on its merits. These Congresses refused to con- 
duct hearings in the Missouri Valley and ascer- 
tain what the people themselves want in contrast 
with what small but ioud special-interest lobbies 
have been saying they. want. Valley-wide hear- 
ings are another obligation the Eighty-first Con- 
gress owes to the country. 
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What Did the Flight Prove? 


Lucky Lady II’s flight around the world is a 
theatrical accomplishment, and one which brings 
home again—though we hardly need reminders 
nowadays—that the once massive old globe con- 
tinues to shrink. Capt. Gallagher and his crew 
took two hours less than four full days to girdle 
the earth. Early in the sixteenth century, Capt. 
Magellan’s men required 34 months. 

Perhaps something has been learned from the 
flight as to long-distance bombing missions, but 
the refueling method itself is quite an old one. 
St. Louisans, for example, remember the flight 
of Forest O’Brine and Dale Jackson over Lam- 
bert Field in the summer of 1930. By refueling 
in the air, they stayed aloft for more than 554 
hours of continuous flight. Both civilian flyers 
and the Air Force have long experimented with 
refueling and it has been proved practical. 

In these days of airplanes with great cruising 
radius, the B-50 did not even have to set any 
records for distance between refueling. The 
longest hop on the trip was from the Philippines 
to Hawaii, some 5300 miles. The world’s air 
record for distance flying exceeds 10,000 miles, 
Moreover, the Lucky Lady II’s flight did not dis- 
pose of the troublesome question of far-flung 
bases, because the tankers had to be based near 
the scene of operations. 

Actually, the flight, which could be duplicated 
by any other nation which possesses big bombing 
planes, is less spectacular than many other re- 
cent developments in aviation, such as the stun- 
ning speed performances of the new jet planes 
and the aerial missiles that are being constant- 
ly improved. Perhaps the flight’s greatest value, 
though it has been apparent before, is to serve 
notice that no spot on the world’s surface will 
be safe from bombing attack in the next war. 


In other words, it is one more warning to 
mankind against the folly of World War III. 
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Nolte Takes Over 
Louis Nolte took charge of the local G.O.P.

of the Republican City Committee has bowed to 
Nolte’s generalship, and has announced that the 
entire committee will support Gragg for Mayor 
and Nolte himself for Comptroller—the latter 
for a ninth term. 

When Mayor Kaufmann suddenly announced 
his retirement, there was consternation in the 
G.O.P. Things became worse when Kaufmann 
refused to have anything to do with choosing 
his successor. A few feeble candidacies ap- 
peared, but these were not the answer. At a 


. psychological moment, and with a touch of old- 


time professionalism, Nolte pulled J. Edward 
Gragg’s name out of the hat. 

This was not pleasing to the pro-Kaufmann 
wing of the party, which had every reason to 
hope that the G.O.P. candidate would follow in 
the Kaufmann line. Nolte and Kaufmann have 
been at swords’ points for a long time, the former 
representing arch-conservatism and the other 
a progressive attitude toward municipal affairs. 
Nolte, for example, openly opposed Kaufmann's 
housing program. 

Chairman Hartman, however, could not beat 
something with nothing, and when no strong 
pro-Kaufmann candidate appeared, he accepted 
Gragg. Thus harmony, or the appearance of 
harmony, spread like a pretty mist over the 
party. Underneath, however, such budding poli- 
tical figures as Bombie Spicuzza cast a covetous 
eye on the Comptrollership. 

Because he is old and tired, Nolte had decided 
not to run again. He chose his candidate for 
the job—V. Ray Alexander. Then, when Alex- 
ander was opposed by Arthur H. Bader, the fire- 
horse again entered the fray. There seems no 
doubt that Nolte sincerely wanted to quit but, 
accustomed as he is to having things his own 
way, he settled the Alexander-Bader rivalry by 
announcing his candidacy for a ninth term. 
Thereupon, Alexander and Bader obediently 
withdrew. The G.O.P. party leaders accepted

Nolte’s wishes as to both principal city candida- 
cies in the thought no doubt that Nolte’s name, 
in the past, has been a big vote-getter.

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The Record of John E. Jones 


One name under consideration for appoint- 


ment as Director of Mines in Illinois is that of 
John E. Jones, safety engineer for the Old Ben 
Coal Co. at West Frankfort. 

There is no denying that there are certain 
points in John Jones’ favor. He is known in coal 
operator circles as “Rock Dust Johnny” because 
of his early support for rock dusting as a pre- 
ventive against coal dust explosions. He has 
been a safety consultant for the Federal Coal 
Mines Administration. K. C. Adams, speaking as 
a representative of John L. Lewis in Washing- 
ton, described Jones as a participant in drafting 
the safety code in effect during the Govern- 
ment’s operation of coal mines. 


Against these credit items stands the heavy 
debit that John E..Jones was safety engineer for 
Old Ben when its Mine No. 8 blew up, July 24, 
1947, and killed 27 men. That explosion was 
one of Illinois’ worst. 

The cause of the Old Ben disaster was never 
fixed other than that it was due to gas. The gas 
might have been touched off, so the report said, 
by spontaneous combustion, by sparks caused by 
friction or by smoking. A lesson taught by the 
tragedy is that old workings in which gas has 
collected should be tightly sealed off. Had it 
not been for rock dusting the loss of life un- 
doubtedly would have been much greater. 


Another item in the Jones record concerns the 
shakedown which “Dear Bob” Medill, as State 
Mines Director, conducted among mine operators 
for the Republican mayoral campaign in Chicago 
in 1947. Driscoll Scanlan, then mine inspector 
for the Centralia area, told the Post-Dispatch 
that Medill asked him to get $50 from each mine 
manager and superintendent, in addition to con- 
tributions by the companies. We quote a dis- 
patch by a staff correspondent, Harry Wilensky, 
from Centralia, March 31, 1947: 

In praising the collection efforts, Scanlan 
said Medill announced that “John E. Jones, 
safety engineer for the Old Ben. Coal Co., 
had sent in his personal check for $50.” 

This may or may not be true. So far as we 
know, Mr. Jones has never denied it. As it 
stands, it is no recommendation to a State Ad- 
ministration which is pledged to take mine in- 
spection out of politics. 

The fact that the coal operators have pretty 
much chosen the Illinois mines directors in the 
past does not mean that they own the office. An 
appointment in the spirit of the campaign of 
Adlai E. Stevenson must make its first concern 
the safety of the men who work in the mines. 
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Twice in the Same Place 

On a day when Washington’s Farewell Address 
was read to*both Houses of Congress, an editor 
or a sensible layman would have printed it in 
the Senate proceedings and inserted a mere 
page-reference in the House proceedings. The 
Congressional Record, however, has published 
the full text in both places, consuming an ex- 
tra four pages’ worth of printing and proofread- 
ing, paper stock and labor. 

The reason is, perhaps, that either chamber 
would be offended by any hint that its audience 
could consult the proceedings of the other. Con- 
gressional dignity in these petty details is colos- 
sal. The zeal for stiff etiquette among the 
major-domos who wait on Congress could not 
be greater if they served glittering royalty in- 
stead of a republic’s lawmakers. 

Printing the Washington address twice wasted 
four pages or $284 of the public money. It 
isn’t a big sum; it doesn’t compare with the 
money that filibusterers are wasting in the Sen- 
ate. But it is a kind of waste that particularly 
annoys the public, because Congress could end 
such things with a wave of the hand and with- 
out inconvenience to anyone. 
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Picture of a Russian 

A true picture of the free democratic Russian 
superman is presented in Frankfurt. 

“The creative forces of the Old World are ex- 
hausted. A fresh wind blows from the East,” 
says the Soviet propaganda machine. 

In the Frankfurt house, four officers and four 
soldiers of the Red Army and their families are 
huddled together, without heat or light, their 
food supplies cut off. They came to the United 
States zone of Germany as a mission to try to 
get Russians to go back to Russia. Now that the 
number of DPs agreeing to return to Russia has 
dwindled to nearly nothing, the United States 
military government is trying to get the mem- 
bers of the mission to go back to Russia them- 
selves, but they’re afraid. If they leave without 
orders, which haven’t come, they fear their mas- 
ters in the Kremlin will brand them “deserters.” 

“We can be proud of the superiority of our 
Soviet culture over the culture of contemporary 
bourgeois Europe,” says the Russian propaganda 
machine. ‘Only the Soviet Union freed the peo- 
ples of Western Europe and returned to them 
their democratic freedoms.” 

In the Frankfurt house, the Russians who fe- 
patriated others, but who fear to repatriate 
themselves, have time to ponder their own 
democratic freedoms. Instead, they break into 
the singing of melancholy folk songs, to the ac- 
companiment of an accordion. 

“Hundreds of thousands of Soviet teachers are 
throwing themsel¥es passionately into the work 


_ of forming Soviet young people for a life that 


will be full and rich,” says the Russian propa- 
ganda machine. : 

At Frankfurt, a handful of their product 
cower, their full, rich life consisting of being 
scared to death of the terrorism all Russians and 
their satellites live under.

To shouts of “Yoicks!” the Protection of Ani- 
mals Bill has been brought to the kill in the 
House of Commons.

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Guard Lobby

for public money to spend on armaments 
is quite properly a matter of moupting 
concern to the American people. With the 
budget figure for weapons already at the 
unprecedented peacetime peak of 15 billion 
dollars and the various services vying with 
each other for still 
more, Defense Secre- 
tary Forrestal him- 
self has warned 


, against the danger 


that we may arm 
ourselves into de- 
pression and disaster. 


In such circum- 
stances, it is especial- 
ly shocking to discov- 
er that a well-organ- 
ized private lobby, 
engaged in pressur- 
ing Congress to kite military appropria- 
tions still higher, is financed in large part 
from public funds, both state and federal.

We refer, of course, to the National 
Guard Association. This purely private or- 
ganization levies an annual assessment of 
19 cents a head for every officer and en- 
listed man in the National Guard, a part of 
the country’s military establishment jointly 
supported by the federal and state govern- 
‘ments, In Rhode Island and many other 
states, the assessment comes out of tax- 
payers’ pockets. 

Nor is this the only way in which the 
N.G.A. dips into the public till to finance 
its lobbying activities. The association also 
collects dues from the National Guard of- 


ficers who are required, either outright or 
by the compulsion of military discipline, to 
belong to it. 


In Rhode Island, at least, the acting ad- 
jutant general of the state (who is com- 
manding officer of the Guard here) has 
plainly indicated that these dues should 
be paid from drill funds which the guards- 
men draw from the Federal Government. 


The sums of public money thus siphoned 
off to defray the expenses of a private 
lobby are not in themselves very large. But 
the eventual cost to the taxpayer is, Under 
the expert prodding of the N.G.A., Con- 
gress has boosted federal appropriations 
for the National Guard from $61,775,000 in 
1947 to $275,000,000 in 1949—a jump of bet- 
ter than 300 per cent in three years. 


Here, then, is the vicious circle: Congress 
and the state legislatures appropriate funds 
to support the National Guard. Part of 
those funds is turned over to the N.G.A., 
which uses them to lobby for still more 
taxpayers’ money for the Guard. The more 
money the Guard gets, the more men it 
signs up—and the more the N.G.A. collects 
in assessments and dues to increase its 
pressure for still greater military spending. 


We suggest that this technique for sup- 
porting a private lobby from the public 
treasury, to the ultimate heavy expense of 
the taxpayer, is highly improper, if not 
downright illegal. And we urge both Con- 
gress and the state governments, includ- 
ing our own, to take prompt and vigorous 
action to put an end to such a flagrant 
abuse of the national interest. 


A Tribute to Sumner Welles

This newspaper was correspofid- 
ingly glad to publish the expert and richly 
informed views of this devoted servant of 
the nation. 

Yet, we are confident, all of our readers 
felt the quality of Mr. Welles’ thinking, its 
vast knowledge of backgrounds, its over- 
all wisdom and, perhaps most of all, its 
complete integrity. Here was, indeed, the 
source of his leadership. . 

It is not too much to say his writing set 
the tone of American discussion on foreign 
affairs and thereby played a powerful role

What Makes a Union Tick

This is a story of what makes a big 
union tick, told from the inside out. The 
author, Clayton Fountain, now assistant 
editor of the official publication of the 
CIO United Automobile Workers, came up 
the hard way. His narrative reflects the 
development of a social philosophy identi- 
fied with the concept of Walter P. Reuther, 
president of the union, that a unionist is 
a citizen first and that union objectives 
must be aimed primarily at the welfare of 
the community, state and nation. He tells 
and at length of his personal disillusion- 
ment with the Communist party. 

Fountain, who started out on an assem- 
bly line with no thought other than the 
weekly pay envelope and Saturday night 
beer party, gives an absorbing, detailed ac-* 
count of the inside strategy of the Com- 
munist bloc within the union, a force 
which was not routed until Reuther’s 
sweeping victory at the 1947 convention. 


More important, his account reveals 
why workers may be induced to turn to 
Communism. Without breast-beating, tub- 
thumping or recriminations, he tells of his 
role in the party. He left it, he discloses, 
when he discovered that its talk of freedom 
was a snare; that it robbed him of his in- 
dividual freedom of conscience, action and 
thought. 

The book lacks objectivity; it is fired 
with the zeal of the author’s beliefs, yet it 
is far from propaganda. It is packed with 
the day by day ex- 
periences of a work- 
er who roved the 
country, even stop- 
ping, by request, at 
some of the better 
jails, before“he pain- 
fully acquired a 
working philosophy 
and learned for the 
first time of the 
magic that lies in 
the treasure of the 
printed word. 

Self-taught, the 
writer makes no 
claim to literary . 
style. But his book Clayton Fountain 
is replete with the swift moving dramatic 
events which marked the almost overnight 
growth of the UAW from a band of strug- 
gling production workers to one of the 
largest unions in the world. The book 
might be read with profit by many indus- 
trialists. 

The author, who is part Indian, born in 
a Michigan log cabin, has made a real con- 
tribution to the dynamic literature of our

'PATIENT IN COMA 
6 YEARS REPORTED 
IN GOOD HEALTH 


, CINCINNATI, March 3 (AP)— 
Patient X, the man who has 
been in a coma for more than six 
years, continues in generally good 
health, his doctor said today. 

“It looks like he could live for 
years,” said the physician, who 
asked that neither his name nor 
that of the unconscious patient be 
made public. 

A special nurse is with the man 
every minute of every day, and, 
under the doctor’s directions, he 
has been brought through pneu- 
monia, indigestion and other ills. 

Patient X entered Bethesda Hos- 
pital Feb. 5, 1943, after being 
struck with an eight-pound pul- 
ley which fell from a ceiling. It 
hit him at the right frontal re- 
gion of his head, 

An electrical engineer, the man 
was working on the construction 
of the Wright Aeronautical Corp.

This is his 2217th day in a state 
of coma—the longest in the his- 
tory of medicine, the doctor said. 

Patient X, now 56 years old, is 
an industrial case. At last ac- 
counting, the Ohio State Indus- 
trial Commission had paid more

The action was ordered by the 
building committee yesterday after 
it voted to recommend to the full 
board that temporary increases 
of $20 a month be made to 73 
engineering employes.

are paid a maximum of $17.20 a 
month less than city employes 
performing similar jobs, Brannon 
said. In an earlier report, he had 
pointed out that all engineering 
employes of the board were re- 
ceiving $20 a month less than 
similar city employes. 

Dr. Winterer, who has been at- 
tempting to push through tempo- 
rary monthly wage rises of $25 
for about 900 non-teaching em- 
ployes making less than a 
year—a proposal ignored at the 
last board meeting—said he be- 
lieved the duties of school cus- 
todians and city custodians were 
not comparable. Rhodes also felt 
that in some cases a fair com- 
parison could not be made. 

Rhodes and Brannon then were 
asked to “iron out the differ- 
ences” and make a recommenda- 
tion the committee could study 
and act on. before the board meet- 
ing next Tuesday. The board origi- 
nally had asked the committee 
for a recommendation on the en- 
gineers, custodians and matrons. 


The rise for the engineers, if 
approved by the board, would go 
in effect next Wednésday and con- 
tinue through June 30, when the 
board’s fiscal year ends. Present 
monthly wages of engineering em- 
ployes are: First engineer, $325; 
second engineer, $300; oiler, $245; 
fireman, $245, and coal passer, $205.

In Janu- 
ary, 1945, Blassie indorsed Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, Republican, 
who was seeking re-election. 

In January Bilassie announced 
that members of his union had 
“voluntarily” voted a $10-per- 
member donation to build up a 
campaign fund for his use in the 
mayoral contest. There being some 
2300 members in the union, this 
meant a potential fund of about 
$23,000. 

Blassie estimated this week that 
a total of $18,000 has been con- 
tributed to his campaign thus far 
—all of which, he said, has been 
turned over to the Blassie for 
Mayor Committee, made up of 
friends and union members, which 
is handling all expenditures in his 
campaign. Blassie estimated that 
$16.000 of the total campaign con- 
tributions received came from 
union members, while the rest 
was from other sources. 

At the meeting at which the 
union voted campaign contribu- 
tions, Blassie’s weekly salary was 
increased from $90 to $175, and 
his weekly expense account was, 
increased from $45 to $60. 

Blassie was one of labor's 
strongest supporters of Gov. For-

NEW YORK, March 3—Testi- 
mony that faster planes and 
heavier traffic are making the 
chances of mid-air collision a real 
peril under the present system of 
control was given yesterday at the 
concluding session of a Civil Aero- 
hautics Board hearing. 

Harry B. Fleming, operations 
manager of the Atlantic division 
of Pan American World Airways, 
said that his line already has been 
experimenting with airborne radar 
in its efforts “to prevent such 
tragedies.” The number of colli- 
sions and near-collisions recently, 
he said, indicated that better con- 
trol had become “a matter of 
grave concern to the entire avia- 
tion industry.” 

The hearing, attended by Joseph 
©. Fluet, chief of C.A.B. region 
one, was held to inquire into the 
causes of the Jan. 30 collision over 
Port Washington, N. Y., in which 
a small private plane hit a Pan 
American Airways Constellation. 
The two occupants of the small 
plane were killed. The Constella- 


tion made an emergency landing 
without injury to its crew of 10 or 
its 23 passengers. 

‘Capt. George F. Knuth, pilot of 
the Constellation, complained in 
his testimony Tuesday about pilot 
visibility in the Constellation. He 
enlarged on that theme when re- 
called yesterday. No one aboard 
the Constellation saw the small 
Cessna plane until it rammed the 
fuselage of the Constellation. Fluet, 
however, introduced into the rec- 
ord the fact that the Constella- 
tion, one of the world’s most ex- 
tensively used large passenger 
planes, had met every visibility 


requirement of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration. 

John Graves, East coast man- 
ager of the Air Transport Asso- 
ciation, testified yesterday that 
the present system of handling 
air traffic was not adequate. His 
organization, he said, is working 
on recommendations. He urged | 
that governmental agencies co- | 
operate in such a study. Russell 
A. Potter, hearing officer, said 
that the CA.B. would welcome 
recommendations on traffic con- 
trol. 

Capt. Knuth, in describing the 
take-off from La Guardia Field, 
of the plane, en route to Shannon, 
Eire, related Tuesday: “Suddenly 
a small, silver-colored airplane ap- 
peared on the right side slightly 
above cockpit level and very close 
in. A collision appeared inevitable 
and I pushed forward hard on the 
yoke (controls) as the only pos- 
sible evasive action. The crash 
occurred almost simultaneously.” 

Questioned by Potter regarding 
the lack of visibilify from the Con- 
stellation cockpit, Knuth said the 
plane has “quite a few blind spots.”

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Investigator Tells Why House Group 
Believed That Man in His Position 
With His Associations Constituted 
"Potential Menace to Security"

RTHUR ROVICH 
ADAMS, the Soviet agent who 
headed up the Communist 
s successful raids on United 
States A-bomb secrets, was fol- 
lowed by dozens of FBI and Man- 
hattan Project counter-espionage 
men during his years of work in 
America. 

But he faced arrest only once, 
our official report on him stated. 
The report added that all signs 
pointed to the fact he derived 
considerable information from 
Clarence Hiskey, his first known 
contact with an A-bomb scientist. 
He had less success with the man 
Hiskey named in his stead, after 
Manhattan Project security offi- 
cers had negotiated with the Ad- 
jutant Genera] to ship Hiskey out 
of the country. 

Hiskey’s successor was John 
Hitchcock Chapin. When Chapin 
and Hiskey met in a Cleveland 
just before Hiskey’s re- 
assignment to Canada, Chapin 
agreed to meet Adams. So that he 
would be sure to recognize the 
Red agent, Chapin testified he 
gave Hiskey a key to give to 
Adams. 

Chapin later told the House Un- 
American Activities Committee he 
did eventually meet Adams, who 
handed him the key, but that he 
revealed no secret information to 
the Soviet agent. Chapin told the 
committee he got “cold feet” at 
the last moment, but he subse- 
quently was removed from an 
Air Force project by intelligence 
officers.

ISKEY, in his appearance be- 
H tore the committee, was a re- 

luctant witness. He refused to 
answer all pertinent questions “on 
the grounds that it may tend to 
degrade and incriminate me.” He 
gave the same answer when we 
asked him to comment on the 
fact that after he met Adams a 
search of Adams’s rooms revealed 
that the agent possessed highly 
secret information concerning the 
uranium plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

Adams had interesting friends 
in addition to 
Samuel Novick, President of the 
Electronics Corporation of Amer- 
ica, important war-contractor, and 
sponsor of the left-wing broad- 
casts of Johannes Steele and Wil- 
liam 8S. Gailmor. 

Among them, we reported offi- 
cially, were Victoria Stone, opera- 
tor now of a New York jewelry 
store which Adams helped to fi- 
nance; Julius Heiman, a steel im- 
porter whose daughter worked for 
TASS (Soviet news agency) and 
who was a friend of Earl Browder; 
Eric Bernay, former advertising 
manager of the New Masses and 
phonorecorder of Communist 
Hanns LEisler’s so-called revolu- 
tionary music, and Pavel Mikhai- 
lov, vice consul of the U.S.S.R.’s 
consulate general in New York. 

On Oct. 25, 1944, at the height 
of America’s intensive and costly 
experiments in atoMic energy and 
the A-bomb, Mikhailov provided 
the automobile in which Adams 


carried a fat brief case to the con- 
sulate. 

In February, 1945, six months 
before the test of the first A- 
bomb, Adams tried to leave the 
United States. He emerged Casu- 
ally from the apartment of Miss 
Stone in New York, Walking a 
dog, then suddenly shook off his 
FBI followers by ieleasing the 
— and hopping into a passing 
ca 


It was soon discovered that Ber- 
nay had made arrangements for 
Adams to travel to Portland, Ore., 
“on business” but had made no 
hotel reservations for him there. 
The FBI picked up Adams's trail 
again in Chicago. By the time he 
reached the Portland pier where 
a Soviet ship was ready to sail, he 
was surrounded by FBI men. He 
walked to within 15 feet of the 
gangplank but, apparently know- 
ing that he would finally be 
picked up if he set foot aboard, 
he turned around and came back 
to New York unmolested. In New 
York he was able to give the 
agents the slip, and is now be- 
lieved to be in Russia. 

The conclusion is inescapable 
that he escaped with a consider- 
able amount of A-bomb informa- 
tion, either in document form or 
in his It was informa- 
tion which we believe was of 
great help to the Russians in 
their own A-bomb research, It 

is not an opinion which the 
House committee holds alone. 

“J have no hesitancy in saying 
that there was continued and 
persistent and well-organized 
espionage against the United 
States, and particularly against 
the atom bomb project, by a for- 
eign power with which we were 
not at war, and its misguided 
and traitorous domestic sym- 
pathizers,” Gen. Leslie RK. 
Groves, head of the A-bomb 
project, told the committee. 

Due to a presidential directive 
which prohibits Americans in his 
position to discuss with the com- 
mittee, or anyone else, matters 
which might shed information on 
the loyalty or integrity of other 
Americans, Gen. Groves could add 
little more. But what he did add 
was instructive. 

“TI would say ‘Yes,’.” he re- 
plied to my question as to 
whether the Red conspiracy 
against A-bomb know-how was 
a widespread one, “I would like 
to refer you to the Canadian 
spy report which, I think, gives 
an idea as to their activities in 
Canada. 


“All you have to do is to take 
the relative size and importance 
of the United States to Canada 
and just guess.” 

It seems likely that Adams and 
others were not picked up at the 
time for fear of offending Russia. 
If that is so, then my mind in- 
evitably recalls the committee’s 
experience with Japanese espion- 
age in the months before Pearl 
Harbor. On July 1, 1941, we were 
prepared to expose the fact that 
the Japanese knew about our war- 
ship movements, were using Jap- 
anese navy officers on radio- 
equipped fishing craft operating 
near Pearl Harbor, and had set 
up elaborate espionage cells on 
the Pacific Coast. 

But we were balked by the 
State Department and the Attor- 
ney General when we attempted 
to hold such hearings. 
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Case of Dr.

Curiously, it was our efforts to 
inquire more deeply into the 
scope of our atomic knowledge 
which led us to the startling 
Hiss-Chambers case. We reached 
that climax of the committee’s 
services through our work in 
connection with Dr. Edward U. 
Condon, director of the Nation- 
al Bureau of Standards. 

Chairman Thomas and Dr. Con- 
don first clashed when they stood 
on opposite sides of the Con- 
gressional debate over whether 
military men or civilians should 
control our post-war atomic 
energy and A-bomb program.

N the course of his support of 

the military for this role, Thomas 

received a letter from a former 
security officer in the Manhattan 
Engineering District project (and 
now a ranking official of the 
Atomic Energy Commission) urg- 
ing him to inquire into Condon’s 
record. My branch of the com- 
mittee staff was ordered to con- 
duct the investigation. That letter 
stated that the FBI file on Con- 
don would be “enlightening.” 

We soon discovered that Con- 
don had quit the A-bomb project 
after a short period of work at 
Los Alamos, N.M., because of his 
objection to security regulations. 
We further discovered that he 
had then been strongly recom- 
mended for his present impor-

been stopped at the last moment 
by the Army, and his passport 
withheld. 


In May, 1947, the Commerce De- 
partment, under which the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards oper- 
ates, began to check on Condon’s 
loyalty. It requested a report 
from the FBI which was for- 
warded by J. Edgar Hoover in 
March, 1948. It was not a favor- 
able letter. 

Paradoxically, during the long 
period of the check-up, Dr. Con- 
don was not cleared by the Atomic 
Energy Commission to share 
atomic secrets. 


‘No Question About Condon's Loyalty’ 


/ 


N July 15, 1948, the Atomic 
Q Energy Commission issued a 

1200-word statement, express- 
ing confidence in the loyalty of 
Dr. Edward U. Condon and giving 
him clearance for continued han- 
dling of atomic material in his 
capacity as director of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards. 

Stating that they had “no ques- 
tion whatever concerning Dr. Con- 
don’s loyalty to the United States,” 
the commission explained that 
their only consideration had been 
whether or not continued clear- 
ance for him would constitute a 
security hazard. They had en- 
deavored, they said, to make a 
“common-sense evaluation of the 
factors involved,” based on two 
“thorough and painstaking investi- 
gations by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, involved interviews 
with more than 300 persons. 

In considering the record, the 
commission continued, they had 
found that in the opinion of some 
persons, Dr. Condon’s tact, judg- 
ment and discretion were subject 
to criticism; however, persons long 
associated with him testified to 
the fact that he exercised proper 
care in assuring that unauthorized 
persons should not obtain access 
to classified information. The 
FBI file contained unfavorable in- 


formation concerning certain per- 
sons with whom he and Mrs. Con- 
don had had contacts, but the file 
also showed that he was a man 
of wide associations including 
“many highly reputable members 
of the scientific community who 
have great confidence in him.” 

After viewing the evidence, fa- 
vorable and unfavorable, the mem- 
bers of the commission concluded 
that in their opinion, Dr. Condon’'s 
continued jclearance “will not ad- 
versely affect the common defense 
and security of the United States,” 
but was “in the best interest of 
the atomic energy program.” 


Dr. Conéon’s Answer to Activities 
Committee. 


Dr. Condon’s answer to the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee charge that he was 
“one of the weakest links in our 
atomic security” was made in a 
speech to the Washington Acad- 
emy of Sciences May 20, 1948, in 
which he said that there had been 
only one occasion since he began 
doing secret atomic research that 
“a person tried to get from me 
information which he was not au- 
thorized to have.” 

In 1944, Condon explained, a for- 
eign visitor had asked him point- 
blank if the United States was 
working on a uranium bomb. He 
had lied, he said, stating that he 
knew of no such project. Condon 
continued that in his opinion it 


would be extremely difficult to 
give away scientific secrets be- 
cause of the highly complicated 
nature of new developments. Ex- 
plaining them to an authorized 
student was a hard job, he said, 
and to betray such secrets would 
involve transfer of vast, bulky 
documents, careful coaching of 
scientists, and the actual training 
of many men. 


Condon Comes to Defense of 
Committee. 


As has been told, the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
endeavored to obtain copies of the 
FBI reports on Condon but Presi- 
dent Truman refused to give them 
up on the ground that the Gov- 
ernment’s entire loyalty check 
program would be undermined if 
confidential reports on individuals 
were made public. 

Condon himself later came to the 
defense of the Un-American Ac- 
tivities committee when a drive 
developed to abolish it, stating 
that he believed the committee 
had an important and difficult 
function to perform and should be 
continued. 

Representative Richard M. Nix- 
on (Rep.), California, told report- 
ers on Feb, 18 that he intended 
demanding that Dr. Condon be 
given a hearing in order that 
doubt might be dispelled “in fair- 
ness to Dr. Condon and the com- 
mittee.”

(Editor’s note: In fairness to Dr. 
Condon the Post-Dispatch calls to 
the attention of its readers a di- 
gest of the report by the Atomic 
Energy Commission vindicating 
Dr. Condon. This digest appears 
below this article.) 

But throughout the period Dr. 
Condon was in charge of all 
atomic scientists and technicians 
working for the Bureau of Stand- 
ards. His office was also active 
in urging his scientists to join the 
American-Soviet Science Society, 
a subsidiary of the National Coun- 
cil for American-Soviet Friend- 
ship, Inc., judged by the Attorney 
General to be a subversive organi- 
zation. 

The FBI Iietter mentioned 
Condon’s friendship and that of 
his wife with a number of sus- 
pected persons, named and un- 
named. One of these latter, ‘we 
soon discovered, was Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, who was 
undergoing questioning by a Fed- 
eral Grand Jury in New York 
City. It is a name to remember. 

Chairman Thomas, then con- 
fined to Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washington, was eager to release 
such information as we possessed 
on Condon. I objected on the 
grounds that Condon should be 
heard first. But a sub-committee, 
which met with Rep. Thomas, 
who was wheeled down to the 
hospital conference in a_ chair, 
voted unanimously to reveal what 
we had. The result was the ex- 
plosive report in which Condon 
was called the “weakest link” in 
our atomic security. 

Condon demanded the immedi- 
ate hearing, to which I still be- 
lieve he is entitled. But, on the 
other hand, there were reasons 
why the committee could not 
hear him. 

President Truman ordered the 
FBI letter concerning Condon 
brought to the White House, 
where it still reposes. Congress 
voted 10-to-1 to release it—in fair- 
ness to Condon and the Commit- 
tee—but the- President refused. 
Thomas's condition ruled out all 
possibility that he could get to 
Capitol Hill to defend the com- 
mittee’s action. He developed 
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jaundice from a transfusion and, 
as in the Hollywood hearing, did 
not care to delegate his chair- 
man’s role to any other member. 

The Commerce Department 
simultaneously announced that it 
had cleared Condon 10 days be- 
fore our “weakest link” report. 
We found that the Commerce re- 
port actually. had been signed 
after our report, and that one of 
the members of its loyalty board 
—a professor at the University of 
Illinois—was reached by long-dis- 
tance telephone to gain his sup- 
port and signature. The Depart- 
ment’s loyalty board had spent 
ten months investigating Condon, 
and he was the only witness it 
had called.

EWSPAPERS began printing 

excerpts from the FBI letter, 

indicating that its tone was 
friendly to Condon, Communist 
spokesmen, left-wingers and will- 
ing liberals began operating on a 
new line; that we were out to 
smear all scientists. It was said 
that in the paraphrase we had 
gained of the FBI letter we had 
maliciously deleted a sentence 
which “cleared” Condon. 

The committee had never called 
Condon subversive. But its con- 
tention was that a man in his po- 
sition, and with his associations, 
constituted a potential security 
menace. That was all. The let- 
ter that the President holds today 
would substantiate the commit- 
tee’s reasons for anxiety. But his 
freeze order constitutes an fron 
curtain between the Executive and 
the Legislative branches of the 
Government, 

was no desire on the 
committee’s part, and certainly 
none on my own, to single out 
scientists for investigation. Yet 
with the A-bomb involved, one 
wonders at the wisdom of sur- 
rounding them with what 
amounts to immunity, for they 
are in the unquestioned position 
of being able—wittingly or 
otherwise—to bring about tre- 
mendous loss of United States 
lives in the event of a war, and 
uncountable damage. 

Pursuing our inquiry into the 
Condon case, we heard Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster on May 25, 
1948. He was to be named later 
in public as a former Government 
economist, Russian born, who 
headed a group which operated 
within the Government collecting 
information on behalf of the So- 
viet Union. 

Silvermaster willingly admitted 
to the Committee that he had been 
friendly enough with Condon to 
have been in Condon’s home, and 
vice versa, on a number of occa- 
sions. Others who followed him 
to the stand and admitted knowing 
Condon, were Charles Kramer, 
who worked for Senator Claude 
Pepper, and John Marsalka, fired 
by the State Department for, 
among other reasons, his extreme 
sympathy for the Soviet Union. 

After the Federal Grand Jury 
in New York arose, in July, 1948, 
we subpenaed another of its wit- 
nesses. She knew Silvermaster. 
And, as it turned out, she knew 
many others. Her name was 
Elizabeth Terrill Bentley. 

It was she who opened the door

Author of Greatest Story Ever Told 
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Fulton Oursler First Thought Job 
of Writing Christ's Life in. Modern 
Terms Would Take Only 12 Months; 
Actually Took More Than I! Years

NEW YORK, March 3. 
HEN Fulton Oursler, author 
of “The Greatest Story Ever 
Told,” set himself to the task 


of writing the life of Christ in 


modern terms, he thought he could 
finish the book in a year. He now 
confesses that that was a master- 
piece of miscalculation. 

His first year of work on 
“The Greatest Story Ever Told,” 
which will be published in the 
Post-Dispatch beginning Sunday, 
only served to prove to him that 
he had at least a decade of work 
before him. Now, after more than 
11 years of writing and research, 
Oursler has completed the monu- 
mental task to which he set him- 
self and his life of Christ, from 
the courtship of Joseph and Mary 
to the Resurrection, is being hailed 
by leaders of all faiths with the 
prediction that the book will be- 
come a classic. 


“As an example of the difficul- 
ties I ran into, take the chronology 
of the four Gospels,” Oursler said 
to this reporter as we sat talking 
in the quiet study of his suite in 
a hotel on Central Park South. 
“When I began, I thought that, 
although the chronology of Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John seem 
all mixed up, I could untangle all 
that in a few days. Well, I was 
wrong. What I thought I could do 
in a few days took me months. 
Then I began to realize the amount 
of research I needed to do into 
such things as the manners and 
customs of the people and the 
laws of that time. Soon I realized 
that to faithfully retell the story, 
I must do years of research in a 
dozen different fields. And so it 
was that my year’s task spread 
over some 10 more.” 


In the preface to “The Greatest 
Story Ever Told,” Oursler explains 
how he came to write “the tale of 
the greatest life ever lived”: 


“In writing anew the wonder- 
ful life of Jesus, the author has 
had but one thought in mind, 
and that was to induce readers 
to go to the Gospels and hear 
the story at.first hand. It was 
Rabbi Solomon B. Freehof of 
the great Jewish temple in Pitts- 
burgh who said to me at dinner 
one evening that the unspoken 
scandal of our times was the 
hidden fact that Bible reading 
had been largely given up in 
America. 

“Later, as I traveled around 
the country and talked to many 
different kinds of men and 
women—fellow passengers in 
Pullman and day coach, stenog- 
raphers, lecture committee chair- 
men—I made casua’ allusions in 

conversation to biblical pas- 
sages. I soon discovered that 
references which in my boyhood 


were cliches of front-porch talk 
had no meaning whatever for 
these later companions. Even 
such obvious phrases as 30 pieces 
of silver or the talent buried in 
a napkin or the angel that 
troubled the waters left many 
listeners with blank stares. Yet 
when I explained the meaning, 


their interest was clear; a sam- 
ple from the great history in- 
variably roused the appetite for 
more, 

“These experiments helped me 
to come to a _ long-considered 
resolution. Ever since my first 
visit to Palestine, in 1935. I had 
been tempted. A tour of Galilee, 
Samaria, Judea and Trans-Jor- 
dania had evoked again in me a 
deep interest in Christianity 
which had filled me up when I 
was young. Now, after 25 years 
of contented agnosticism, I was 
stirred up again.”

PEAKING of his first tour of 
™% the Holy Land, Oursler said to 
this reporter: “I had been told 
not to expect much, told that I 
would be offended and disgusted 
with the commercialization of the 
shrines’. But I was inspired. Just 
reading the names on my itinerary 
—Nazareth, the Sea of Galilee, 
Bethlehem, Calvary—thrilled me. 
When I stood on the beach and 
saw the people drying their nets, 
I said to myself this is the same 
beach on which the saints Peter 
and James and John dried nets 
just like these. And when I saw 
the little boats of the fishermen, I 
thought, it was in just such a 
boat that our Lord awoke from 
His sleep to still the storm.” 

And so it was that Fulton Ours- 
ler came home no longer the “con- 
tented agnostic” he had thought 
himself, but a man “experiencing 
a spiritual rebirth.” Soon he was 
feeling the temptation to tell the 
story of Jesus, “the greatest story 
ever told.” Once started on the 
story and realizing the years of 
work ahead of him, Oursler made 
his second -trip to the Holy Land. 
This time he went as a scholar 
and not as a sightseer. 

At one time or another a novel- 


ist, playwright, radio commenta- 
tor, short-story writer, newspaper 
reporter and magazine editor, Ful- 
ton Oursler has crowded an amaz- 
ing amount of work into his 56 
years of life. Born in Baltimore, 
he grew up with the intention of 
becoming. a lawyer but after two 
years in that profession chucked 
his law books for a job as a re- 
porter on the Baltimore American. 
From Baltimore, he moved to New 
York to become editor of the 
Music Trades Journal and in a 
few years had risen to editor-in- 
chief of the MacFadden Publica- 
tions, which embraced 10 monthly 
Magazines, and the weekly Lib- 
erty, with a circulation of 16,000,- 
000 a month. 

Now a senior editor of the Read- 
er’s Digest, Oursler somehow 
found time during his years of 
editorial work to write 10 novels, 
two biographies, numerous detec- 
tive stories written under the 
name of Anthony Abbott, and six 
plays. One of his plays, “The 
Spider,” made theatrical history. 
Oursler had a person “murdered” 
in the audience. “Policemen” were 
stationed at all exits, patrons were 
not permitted to leave the theater 
and “arrests” were made in the 
audience. The play had a year’s 
run on Broadway. 

To all these endeavors, Oursler 
added lecture tours. For years he 
was, because of his personality, 
wit, and authority on Many sub- 
jects, in tremendous demand as a 
lecturer. Often he would make 
cross-country tours twice a year. 
He has now given that up because 
he says he likes writing better. 

“At a lecture you talk to per- 
haps 500 people,” he explained. 
“An article in the Reader’s Di- 
gest reaches 15,000,00C.” 

It was while working on the 
manuscript of “The Greatest 
Story Ever Told” that Oursler 
conceived the idea for the radio 
program of that name heard 
every Sunday night over a nation- 
al network. Now past its one hun- 
dredth performance and in its 
third year, the program presents 
episodes in the life of our Lord

Before serving, beat 
one-half cup whipping cream until 
thick, using medium speed. Then 
quickly beat in one tablespoon 
sugar and heap on pie.

Fulton Ours- 
ler’s book is in the great tradition 
of these Lives. In my opinion, it 
is one of the most distinguished 
books of our time.” 

Oursler adds: “And ‘Variety,’ the 
bible of show business, and the 
Christian Herald agree.

The most common one is mold- 
ed and baked and consists of in- 
gredients that are finely mashed 
such as chicken, fish or grated 
cheese seasoned well and stirred 
into a custard of milk or white 
sauce and eggs. The molds may 
be large enough to serve a number 
but usually they are only large 
enough for individua) servings. 
The name originally applied to the 
mold itself, then later on food 
cooked in the mold was called a 
timbale. A second type of timbale 


‘| is a case or shape baked from puff 


paste that is filled with a creamed 
of vegetables, chicken, 
fish, etc. Another name for this 
puff paste timbale cage is a patty 
shell. The third type requires a 
timbale iron, 

This heated iron is first dipped 
in a thin batter and then into a 
hot fat which cooks the batter into’ 
a thin, crisp, golden shell. These 
shells loosen from the iron in the 
form of beautiful cups or cases, 
and when filled with either a 
creamed mixture or sugared fresh 
fruit are called timbales. 

Today few home cooks have the 
special timbale molds that chefs 
years ago used, But we are more 
practical and we use custard cups 
or the various fancy shaped little 
individual gelatin molds made of 
tin plate or aluminum. When pre-

Chicken Timbales. 
Softened butter, 7-oz. tin canned 
chicken or an equal quantity of 
moist cooked chicken free of skin, 
two eggs, beaten, two-thirds cup 
rich milk or thin cream, one tea- 
spoon lemon juice, few dashes 
black pepper, three-fourths tea- 
spoon grated onion, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt. 
Rub four small cups well with 
softened butter. Chop chicken, 
then pound fine, using a mallet or 
wooden potato masher. Add rest 
of ingredients and mix thorough- 
ly. Turn into the prepared cups. 
If a crusty surfaced timbale is de- 
sired set cups on a shallow pan 
and bake for 25 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven (875 degrees F.). Ifa 
softer timbale is preferred, set 
cups in a shallow pan containing 
ter one-half inch deep and bake 
in a moderate oven for 30 min- 
utes. Unmold onto hot plate and 
serve immediately with a mush- 
room sauce or with a tartar sauce 
into which has been folded chopped 
raw cucumber. Makes four small 
servings for luncheon, If intended 
for dinner dish, increase ingre- 


dients one half.
